Ex Station Study 
Shows Cattle Gain 
1.2 Lbs. On Grass 


Twenty acres of St. Augus- 
tine grass pasture will feed 
fifty steers weighing from 500 
to 900 pounds, according to rec- 
ords of the Everglades Experi- 
ment Station. 

These facts were determined 
through feeding programs con- 
ducted since 1935 at the sta- 
tion. 

Cattle feeding on the pasture 
showed a gain of 12 to 1.25 
pounds a. day on grass alone. 
If supplementary fed toward 
the end of the fattening period 
with ground snap corn or black 
strap molasses, cattle showed 
an average gain of 1!2 to 134 
pounds daily. 

Supplementary feeding also 
raises the animals to a higher 
market class resulting in from 
two to three dollars gain per 
hundred pound live weight.
